We are now completing our PRORATE COMPUTATIONS, whereby the expiration dates 
for all members joining before 12/15/73 will be advanced to compensate for 

the dues increase made necessary by the postal rate increase. Those members 
whose renewal dates fall between 12/15/73 and about 3/1/7) will not be pro~ 
rated unless they have renewed (or joined) at the old rates, Members whose 
renewal dates fall between 3/1 and about 8/1 can expect to have their renewal 
date advanced to the tune of one or two issues, while those expiring between 
8/1. and 12/15 will be prorated two issues. All members who formerly subscribed

We'll start this weeks column with some longwave loggings. All from Bob Foxworth 
except where noted. 


200 ENGIAND BBC at a notably strong level, S-7-8 at 0700 1/2, although would fade 
to inaudibility. This stn is more like a S5 to S6 whenever it is heard here. 
Light pop mc, chatter by a male DJ w/typical British accent. 

209 MOROCCO Azilal has been heard several times here between 0700 and 0730; first 
noted 12/16 w/signals ranging from just a weak BFOable carrier up to S6, gene- 
rally and $7 once. Usual chanting type music and talk by slow paced man in AA. 
This stn was heard around 0700 1/2, then faded out for about a half hour, then 
was in fairly well again around 0750 for a few minutes, with a very pronounced 
SAH of just 1 Hz. No second audio detectable (except tor tones from some bea— 
cons near the freq). Due to the lateness of the hour, and sunrise considerat— 
ions, the Reykjavik station would seem to be the most likely. As Iceland is 
so far north, it would seem that sunrise there must come very late in the morn- 
ing, and that this station might be heard in the clear after iforocco has faded 
out, which it seems to have done by O800, if skip is in. I stayed here for a 
while but nothing developed, so hit the sack, = * 12/30 noted 2250-2300, into 
talk by male announcer. At peak rivaling 533, also quite remarkable. New, 
and only other LW BCer hrd ... no Europeans as they, mostly, too close to 
nearby beacons. On BC-3440D and 50' IW, (Sundstrom) 

236 UNID. Normally late at night the New Orleans airport weather radio is hrd on 
this freq in the clear, but on 1/2 I noted, for the first time ever, a very 
definite and distinct second signal just behind New Orleans, and a pronounced 
SAH of from 12 to 15 Hz. The unid sig had bits of talking by both a man and 
woman at various times, and moderate nondescript instrumental mx, This was 
first noted at tune in 0712 on 1/23; while BBC on 200 was quite clear at the 
same time, Around 0722, the unid played the pop song "Windmills Of Your Mind” 
by a male vocalist in EE! I checked all through the BCB to see if any locals 
were causing mixing, but nothing matched. And, too, this is a non-even freq; 
while mixing could concieveably appear on 230 or 240, I fail to see how it 
could show up on 236, Thanks to poor AVC system, the SAH flutter made audios 
choppy, but speech heard behind New Orleans did not seem EE. There are nuss— 
ians listed here, among them Leningrad w/high power - but could Leningrad play 
Windmills in EE? Does this fit? Incidentally, a through check the following 
morning 1/3 yielded only a weak SAH behind clear New Orleans, at its usual 
strength, not nearly enough for audio, and down to about 10 Hz. On 1/3, Moro— 
eco was weak and BBC not heard at all. Interestingly, low-band TA's were 
better on 1/3 than 1/2 on the BCB; carriers hrd on 557 and 593 (AA) for first 
time this year. I have most of this reception on tape. Wonder if our Euro- 
pean members note any new stns on this frequency? 

245 UNID This is one of the clearest TA freqs on this band, thanks to no loud bea- 
cons. Weak low het hrd here, not usually present, during receptions detailed 


above. There may have been some audio present too; nothing definite. HNL did 
not help. 
251 UNID There seemed to be audio behind beacon "ZV" around 0720 1/2, Tipaza, 


Algeria has been reported here in the past. This stn was assigned 254 and at 
the present I don't know what freq it is on. Although reportedely superpower, 
have never had anything on them yet. Iwas also getting signs of unusual 
activity on 254 at this time too, but trouble from beacon CAT (Chatham, Nide}e 
Other TA freqs higher than this channel are pretty well wiped out by loud bea- 
cons, and those below 190 I can't tune w/ the BC-453 Command surplus set. 

Also I have yet to get working on a LW loop antenna, but my results to date on 
this band are giving the needed push!

It must have been R. Dominica heard w/EE 
in and out on 12/31 0144-0231 carrier off. No copy possible for report but 
good to get audio for the first time. (Freeman) 

-UNID Mystery passes test as genuine signal looping Caribbean area if not a 
domestic spur, No audio copy but some traces seemed to be SS. Easteners 
hearing this? Seemed on 597.5 side of 598. 12/28 0420. (Freeman) 

-UNID (2) ‘Two stns w/het being heard and seem about equal. No copy. 
0430. (Freeman) TI and OA ? (ED) 

-NORTH KOREA Noted w/fair signals on 12/24 at 1300 w/a man in KK. (Finkle) 
-JAPAN Noted on 12/24 w/J3 speaking at 1303. GWM from WI and CC speaking 
station. (Finkle) 

-NORTH KOREA Noted w/fair signals on 12/24 with KK programming at 1250. Not 
// to 695 or 655. (Finkle) 

-NORTH KOREA With very good sig on 12/24 at 1315 w/KK speaking. (Finkle) 
—-NORTH KOREA Noted w/very strong signals on 12/31 at 1415 w/KK singing. // 
to 887, which appears to be the old station on 877, which is no longer au- 
dible, (Finkle) 

-JAPAN JOBB Osaka noted on 1/6 at 1432 to 1500 s/off in EE. Program was 
narratec by a woman concerned with an orphanage in Japan. Interviewed a 
young American from Atlanta. Never INed in EE though, At s/off, a man 
announced "JOBB oes. ", time check and anthem. After the anthem continued 
for 5 mins a song on bells was played. Excellent signals. Was // to 700 
with somewhat weaker signals. (Finkle) 

-UNID ASIAN Noted w/weak sigs on 1/6 at 1505 after JOBB left the air. Sounded 
like KK, but nothing listed (and doesn't make mich sense to have a Korean stn 
on same channel w/a 300 kw stn located 300-400 miles away). (Finkle) 

—JAPAN JOQK Nigata noted on 12/31 w/weak sigs and mich QHM at 1351 w/NHK ID 
and a man continueing in JJ. Was // to 890. (Finkle) 

-USSR Station noted most days carrying Majak programming in RR. Particularly 
good on 12/26 when noted from 1354-1511 w/primarily musical programming 
announced in RR, Every half hour has Majak IS, w/time signal on hour, No 
listing of Far East stations here. Anyone know QTH? (Finkle) No info here. 
Maybe our man in Tokyo, Lars Ryden can help. (ED) 

-UNID Noted on 12/29 w/weak sigs at 0203 w/a man speaking in an unid language. 
Was followed by a program of cl mx. Had severe GSB and QRM from KOA and XE 
stn in Tijuana on 860, (Finkle) Likely PJC2, Radio Curom.

12/30. Was best at 1011 when SS female vocal selection could be hrd, Faded 
in and out at 15 min intervals, Nulled same direction as KOMO.

-UNID IA Station looping Central America was in and out w/mx and man speak— 
ing SS. Few announcements, Best at 0218 but announcement seemed to have 
no ID material. This on 1/3. Gone soon after 0230. (Freeman) YN? (ED) 

-DOMINICAN REPUBLIC (Heard on 5th harmonic of 6210 kHz) Radio Tropical, Ia 
Voz de la Libe rtad, Puerto Plata. Heard well here from late afternoon to 
past 0445 and unusually strong for a harmonic. The stn is apparently ope- 
rating a few kHz above their assigned frequency, 1240, the fundamental, as 
the 5th harmonic of 1240 is 6200. While listening for a 3 hour period at 
night, Radio Tropical was the only name given (not listed in WRTH), and no 
mention of the country was made, so identification could be difficult. R. 
Tropical could be a new name. (Valdes) This is likely Sundstrom's unid. (ED)

As a supplement to the article "The Compleat DX'er" by Page Taylor, which ap- 
peared in DX NEWS Vol. 1, #9, we present the following: First, a listing of 
reference sources for the DX'er; and second, two specially-prepared maps which 
are scaled on the same map scale as the Sunrise-Sunset maps previously avail- 
able from NRC, and currently available from IRCA (address in reference list). 
These maps denote the locations of all domestic stations on 1570 kHz., and 

1580 kHzo, respectively. These two frequencies have proven over the years to 

be two of the most productive domestic sunset DX frequencies. We have found 
such maps to be invaluable aids in DX'ing these channels, inasmuch as the loca- 
tion of a given DX station with respect to the sunset sign-off time lines on 
the sunset maps is often a determining factor as to which months it will be 
most likely to be heard. Those stations just west of the time lines in each 
zone (which changes every month) will be generally the first stations to fade 
up into audibility on the channel. These maps may be used to copy this data 
onto your own sets of Sunrise-Sunset maps, or, you may wish to record them on 
clear sheets of plastic in order to place them over each monthly Sunrise-Sunset 
map in succession, These maps will be available as a part of the reprint of 
"The Comfleat DXter", and will also be available seperately, both in the fill 
size which corresponds to the aforementioned maps, rather than the reduced size 
used here in DX NEWS. (If you have a darkroom, and wish to blow it back up to 
normal size from the maps here, our reduction ratio is 70%, which means that 
these maps are 70% of the size of the orizinal copy. That's a blowup of 113%. 
142,857, if you're picky, hi.)
